The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2  p.  m.  by  Vice  President  Car- 
roll. Miss  S.  J.  C.  Needham  read  a  pai)er  on  the  "Needham 
Homestead";  Mr.  William  P.  Upham  read  a  ]>aper  on  "  Morey's 
Bound  "  ;  Dr.  Frank  Gardner  presented  a  paper  on  "The  Military 
Service  of  the  Gardner  Family  "  ;  informal  remarks  were  made  by 
Hon.  Francis  H.  Appleton,  President,  and  by  several  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Society,  touching  the  local  history  of  the  neighbor- 
hood. An  op})ortmiity  was  given  to  go  t)ver  the  old  house,  the 
earliest  part  of  which  was  built  in  16(35.
